The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  37.43  per  1,000  live  births  is  higher 
than  that  for  last  year  (33.8)  and  whilst  lov;er  than  the  rate  for  the  country 
as  a whole  (41.00)  slightly  exceeds  the  figure  for  the  148  Sub  Her  Towns  (36.0) 

The  deaths  are  32  aore  than  in  1946  and  as  last  year  over  one-third 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  75  years  and  upwards  , 

There  were  39  children  born  to  unmarried  mothers  (42  in  1946)  and 
one  only  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1 year.  Three  such  illegitimate

NOTIFIABIE  AW  OTHER  SJECI/IL  DISEASES  . 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  . There  was  a widely  scattered  incidence  of  the 
disease  throughout  the  country,  but  only  one  case  occurred  locally.  One 
other  suspected  case  was  subsequently  notified  as  diphtheria  . 

DIPE-miERIA  . The  local  incidence  Ihs  teen  slight,  only  three  cases 

being  notified  all  of  which  m do  good  recoveries.  The  number  of  notifications 
corresponds  with  that  for  last  year  and  the  very  low  incidence  during  the  two 
years  in  question  is  undoubtedly  a direct  result  of  the  active  immunisation 
Campaign  v^hich  has  been  carried  on  since  1941,  both  locally  and  nationally. 

MEAS  lES  . There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  from  25  in 
1946  to  203  for  the  year  under  report.  The  outbreak  was  not  of  the  same 
proportions  os  the  epidemic  of  1944,  and  each  quarter  produced  approxinate ly 
the  Same  number  of  cases, 

SCARLET  FE"VER . Tv/entyeight  cases  were  notified,  which  number  is  almost 
the  Same  as  that  for  1946  (29). 

SCABIES  . Fifty-seven  cases  - the  same  number  as  in  1946  -were  notified. 
Soap,  ointment,  lotions  &c,,  were  supplied  by  the  tea  1th  Department  and  a Cleansing 
Centre  was  operated  at  Ihrk  House  Clinic.  All  cases  were  examined  by  the  Lfedical 
Officer  of  tea  1th,  who  directed  treatment  and  gave  a certificate  when  cured. 

The  Scabies  Order  1941  ceased  to  operate  on  31st  December,  1947  and  for  dealing 
with  verminous  conditions  reliance  must  now  be  placed  on  the  normal  Statutory 
powers  as  contained  in  the  Public  Ilea  1th  Acts  .

TUBERCULCB  IS  . The  steep  rise  which  occurred  in  the  cases  notified 
during  1945  and  1946  has  ceased,  but  unfortunately  there  has  been  but  little 
reduction  in  the  notifications  during  the  year  under  report,  v\fhen  46  cases 
were  notified.  This  figure  is  again  more  than  twice  that  for  1944  which  was 
22  , 


WHOP  HUG  COUGH,  The  incidence  of  this  disease  has  been  slight,  45 
cases  being  notified.  This  number  is  5 loss  than  occurred  during  the  previous 
year , 


CAM3ER.  Fiftyeight  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause. 


IMMUNISATION  - DIH-ffHERIA", 

As  in  previous  years  fbcilities  liave  been  afforded  by  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  for  your  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Ilea  1th  to  carry  out  this 
work  at  Ibrk  House  Clinic  with  the  assistance  of  the  Ifealth  Visitors,  The 
arrangement  made  during  1946  v/ith  the  Arnold  Urban  District  Council  for  the 
attendance  of  Carlton  residents  at  their  immunisation  sessions  at  the  Mipperley 
Clinic  has  continued.

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  Ilospita  1 tree  tment  now 
have  to  be  sent  to  Isolation  Ifospitals  owned  by  other  authorities  which  are 
able  andvrilling  to  receive  them.  Whilst  this  arrangement  has  worked 
rea  sonably  we  11  j emdjremo  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  one  or  two  instances 
in  obtaining  accommodation,  and  should  an  epidemic  occur  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  pos  it  ion  would  be  very  serious.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Apart  from  some  sixty  houses  in  Nctherfield,  the  District  is 
supplied  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation  unins  . The  supply  is  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality  and  samples  are  regularly  taken  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation 
Water  Department.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

All  houses  in  the  district  - apart  from  a habitations  of  a temporary 
character  - have  a mains  supply  laid  on.  Pour  houses  only  ore  supplied Yby  one 
standpipe , 


The  sixty  houses  referred  to  above  obtain  water  from  a private  well 
and  bore,  the  water  being  pumped  to  a high  level  tank  and  the  houses  fed  by 
gravity.  The  properties  and  water  supply  thereto  are  owned  by  British  Railways 
Two  Samples  of  the  water  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  the  Analyst’s  reports 
(chemical  and  bacteriological)  indicate  that  the  water  is  suitable  for  human 
consumption  and  domestic  purposes  . 

One  dairy  firm  in  the  District  makes  use  of  a private  well  and  bore. 
Analysis  has  proved  the  water  to  bo  satisfactory  for  human  consumption,  domestic 
and  dairy  purposes. 
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SEWERAGE  . 


Whilst  the  water  carriage  system  prevails  throughout  the  major  portion 
of  the  district,  there  are  between  40  and  50  houses  in  the  more  distant  parts  of 
the  area  drained  to  cesspools  . 

Twenty  of  these  houses  (in  Buxton  and  Cromford  Avenues)  the  cesspools 
of  which  have  teen  a source  of  nuisance  for  years  will  be  connected  to  the  sewer, 
which  is  to  be  extended,  during  1948. 

It  is  unlikely  that  any  appreciable  number  of  the  rerriaining  properties 
will  ever  be  connected  to  the  sewer  and  difficulty  will  always  bo  experienced  in 
dealing  with  the  contents  of  the  cesspools  cfv'/ing  to  their  inaccessibility  and  the 
heavy  character  of  the  soil. 

HOUSE  REFIBE  o 


Regular  collections  are  made  of  house  refuse,  which  is  disposed  by  a 
system  of  ''controlled  tipping"  . The  tip  is  located  in  the  unpopulated  part 
of  the  district ,

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  a large  proportion  of 
the  time  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  has  been  devoted  to  housing  repair 
work.  This  has  been  unavoidable  and  is  a direct  result  of 

difficulties  with  regard  to  labour  and  naterials,  together  with  the 
increased  cost  of  repairs,  which  occasions  unwillingness  or  inability 
on  the  part  of  some  owners  to  execute  the  necessary  work. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the 
supervision  of  food  supplies  (including  milk)  with  particular  reference 
to  retail  shops.  That  such  specia  1 attention  wa  s desirable  is 

shewn  from  the  number  of  notices  served,  details  of  which  are  supplied 
in  the  body  of  th^s  report . 

Certain  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  have  not  (on 
account  of  the  time  of  necessity  spent  on  housing  repairs)  received  the 
attention  they  merit,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
overtake  such  arrears  of  w^ork  during  the  year  1948. 

I desire  to  express  cy  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Ifembers 
of  the  ifealth  and  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement, 
to  my  fellow  Officials  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  efficient  service.

ICE  CREAM. 


A considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  inspection 
of  premises  used  for  the  manufbcture  anc3/or  sale  of  ice-cream.  Advice 
has  been  given  to  manufacturers  concerning  the  provisions  of  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947.  The  Regulations  have  resulted  in  the 
majority  of  small  manufacturers  discontinuing  the  making  of  ice  cream  by  the 
methods  used  hitherto,  but  numbers  are  now  purchasing  the  article  in  bulk  for 
re-sa  le  or  are  to  obtain  a complete  cold  mix. 

Details  of  premises  registered  and  the  effect  of  the  coming  in  to 
operation  of  the  Regulations  are  given  below.

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  your  Council  employed 
a full-time  Rodent  Operator  and  work  was  carried  out  free  of  charge  on 
all  premises  other  than  business  premiss.  Expenditure  under  this 

Scheme  ranked  for  grant-aid  under  the  Ministry  of  Food, 

From  April  the  Rodent  Operator  ms  employed  on  a half-time 
basis,  charges  from  this  date  being  levied  at  the  discretion  of  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

A te  st  baiting  of  the  sewers  in  the  area  was  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  it  i s gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  ^wors  were 
found  to  be  practically  free  from  rats.  Only  one  snail  “take”  vra  s 
recorded  and  that  in  Loivater  Street,  Carlton  Hill.
